Automobile 


soaps, some good, some bad, are made 
expressly for washing cars. They are 
made in both .the soft and the hard 
soap variety. The proper soap, prin- 
cipal ingredients of which are pure 
potash and oil. will properly clean a 
car, and will have no bad effect on 
the luster of the car. 
Soap that con- 


tains alkali should not be used. Any 
of the alkalis, either sodium or pot is 
slum carbonate, are naturally bad for 
varnish. Many owners have access to 
the services of a chemist, in w'hich 
case It is very little trouble to anaU/e 
the soap. Those who do not have ac- 
cess had best stick to the imported 
castile that a high grade dealer sells 
for a soap free of objectionable in- 
gredients. 


The temperature of the water used 


is most important. Hot or even warm 
water should not be used: 
neither 


.should extremely cold water be used. 
Proper temperature is from sixty to 
seventy degrees Fahrenheit. Where a 
hose is used, care should be taken that 
the force erf the water is only sufficient 
to carry ,the stream six or eight inches 
beyond the 'end of the hose. ' The use 
of a fast running stream drives the 
srit, dust and dirt into the varnish.

he said, "when life or death is a mat- 
ter of minutes or even seconds. A 
child -was brought into the' hospital | 
suffering from diphtheria In ;I(s -worst 
stages. Mr. Mullally, -who wtisv the! 
senior surgeon present, saw'ttie child,' 
and understood at once that, an im-i 
mediate operation 
was 
Imperative,' 


and that even a.few-nllnutes' delay 
might he fatal. 
Diphtheria, in 
thla 


stage is terribly catching, and in the' 
case of an operation such as Mr. Mul- 
lally. was to perform, the chances 
were a hundred to one on;hla catching 
the disease unless he tpok the usual, 
preqautlons. . It,was, however, a mat-! 
ter of minutes. Possibly there would' 
have been time for him to fetch hla 
mask, which covers, the whole face,' 
und Is a sure protection against Ihfec-1 
tlon, and to take the other general 
precautions in such cases.

Washington celebrated Us ono hun- 
dredth anniversary n tew weeku ago. 
In this structure since Its erection In 
1827 presidents, 
cabinet 
members, 


senators and representatives iu con- 
gress, also prominent persons from 
all walks of life, have worshiped. At; 
the century celebration, when ttie1 
services were conducted by Rav. Don-' 
aid C. McLeod, pastor of the church, 
a historical sermon was preached, and 
one of the features of the evening 
was the display.of articles used in 
the original little White Church under 
the Hill, the name given the church 
out of which the present First Presby- 
terian church sprang.' It was organiz- 
ed In 1795, and It Btlll has Its high ma- 
hogany pulpit and silver communion 
bowl and quite a number of other his- 
toric articles. 


Andrew Jackson was the first presi- 


dent to attend services there, although 
he never tied himself to any church, 
but his leaning was towards the Pres- 
byterian faith. 
James K, Polk . and 


Franklin Pierce also attended church 
there. It is said that Pierce ueed^ to 
walk from the executive mansion to 
this church on Wednesday evening to 
attend prayer meeting services. Abra- 
ham Lincoln worshiped there, and 
General Grant. Grant's pew was No. 
67. and he paid $95 a year for H. For 
nearly 60 years 
Dr. Byron Sunder- 


land was pastor there. 
Dr. Sunder- 


land was one of the dearest little old 
Christians that ever lived. 
He was 


extremely loyal to the flag, and when 
the "war broke out he preached a ser- 
mon following

firing on Fort 


Sumter which -so angered some ot 
the communicants of his church, that 
they got up and walked out.

In the same period even 


such great manufacturing centers as 
Cincinnati, Lowell, Fall River and 
Plttsburg showed smaller gains. 


Five jears ago the foundry and. ma- 


chine shop business 
In Washington 


was of so little Importance, .that it 
received no mention in the govern- 
.ment's statistical reports. 
In 1910. 


however, It came to the front with the 
largest percentage of increase of any 
of Washington's industries. 


There are now twenty-three foundry 


find machine shops in the District of 
Columbia, and th'e latest official 
fig- 


ures as to the value of their produce 
showed it to be $1,175,000. 
Thjs is 


not a large sum, of course, but it Is 
163 per cent, greater than It was 
five years ago. 
• 
, 


Lumber and timber products Is the 


only one of Washington's industries 
that shows a smaller percentage of 
Increase than that of the population 
of the city. There arc ten establish- 
ments engaged ii) the manufacture ol 
lumber and timber. 
Their products j 


In 1910 were valued at $609,000,. an 
Increase of 18.4 per cent, over 1903. 


The brewing and distilling concerns j 


of Washington find more than a local 
consumption for their product. Th,err 
are five such establishments, and the: 
value of their output increased nearly 
65 per cent, in the last live years. 


The manufacture of flour_ was one 


of the earliest enterprises that were 
engaged In by the original settlers ol 
this region, 
it Ib billl a thriving In 


dnstry which keeps- 
1 p?.ce with the de- 


mand. There are 'oven mills making 
flour anil grist mill products, and the 
value of their output In 1910—$506,000 
—showed an Increase of 23.3 per cent, 
over 1905. 


There are fifteen flrnra In the stone 


and marble working Industry whose 
product 
for 1910 
reached $549,000 


There Is no record of a single one en 
gaged in this business in the 1905 re-' 
ports, which would Indicate (hot It Is 
a brand new form of enterprise in 
Washington. 


There ure three large establish- 


ments engaged In the manufacture of 
gas for heating and Illuminating,pur- 
poses. Like the electric 
light 
and 


power companies, these companies are 
among the city's institutions. 


Washington Is a rather torrid town 


in midsummer, and therefore uses a 
large quantity .of tee. . Th«r^ are sis 
ice manufactories, the value of whose 
product is close to $lrOOO,000 annually. 


One would fancy, considering thai 


the patent office Is in Washington and 
that 'the Americans are the greatest 
inventive geniuses on earth, that the 
business of model and pattern mak- 
ing would be a very large one. But 
most of the applicants 
for 
patents 


seem to get their models made else- 
where, doubtless because they 
can 


have them constructed in their home 
towns "under their own eyes. There 
are six concerns engaged In the mak- 
ing of patterns and models In Wash- 
ington, and thi* dispose of their 
product for about $100,000 a year. 


The capital ^employed in all the in- 


dustrial enterprises in the District of 
Columbia is more than $30,000,000. In 
1905 
it was about $10,000,000 less. 


The federal government of course 


Is the largest manufacturer of all. It 
Is engaged in nearly a hundred differ- 
ent lines of manufacturing 
Industry. 


The total number of Its employees In 
its various plants' exceeds 12.000, Of 
these the" bureau -of engraving 
and 


printing has j4,190, the naval gun fac- 
tory (the United States navy yard), 
3,141, and the government printing of- 
fice 4,155.' -
